Big Question 


HOMAS R. UNDERWOOD, of Lexington, sec- 
retary of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, has sent out letters to the 
members advising them that the summer meeting 
of the organization will be held in New York City 
Thursday and Friday, July 25 and 26. At that 
time Empire City’s race meeting will be closing, 
and on the following Monday Saratoga will open. 
Then there is the World’s Fair—and Broadway— 
and Hellzapoppin—and four million other items to 
make a man stay up late at night. 

Under the circumstances, it is conceivable that 
not even President John Sloan’s gavel will be 
enough, at 10 o’clock in the morning Eastern Day- 
light Saving Time, to shock the members of the 
N. A. S. R. C. into complete awareness. For the 
commissioners who attend these meetings are 
either earnest souls who consume the midnight 
wattage discussing the Good of the Turf and such 
matters or they are good fellows who do their 
official worrying by day and commit themselves 
to revelry by night, or less Byronic amusements, 
the net result in either category being a slight 
matutinal lethargy, not unknown to the best of us. 


Mr. Underwood has not yet announced the pro- 
gram for the N. A. S. R. C. meeting, but he has 
informed us ‘that Dr. M. E. Bond has been as- 
signed a place among the speakers. It is this fact 
which causes us to hope that the commissioners 
will be wide awake at the first session of the 
meeting in New York City and will follow closely 
what he has to say. 

It is not likely that many readers of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE or many racing commissioners know 
who Dr. Bond is. We had a mention of his plan 
for a group health organization for the Turf on 
the editorial page of the issue of April 6. Aside 
from that he has had very little publicity to iden- 
tify him with racing, and his name on the pro- 
gram of the N. A. S. R. C. might easily be marked 
off as a good place for a little sleep to knit up the 
raveled sleeve of care. We have started ringing 
the bell in advance because we would like to have 
racing commissioners and others thoroughly

aware of what Dr. Bond is going to propose. 

Briefly, Dr. Bond, the medical director of a 
West Virginia coal company (and with no insur- 
ance to sell), is going to propose that the Turf, 
including racing and breeding interests, set up a 
vast non-profit organization to provide medical 
care and hospitalization, as necessary, to those 
who depend upon the Turf for a livelihood. He is 
going to suggest that all employees who work at 
race tracks, whether for the tracks or for owners 
and trainers, or on horse farms have the oppor- 
tunity to share in the protection that would be 
provided. He is going to suggest further that the 
contemplated organization institute ‘a compensa- 
tion system which will be fully as liberal and as 
equitable as any of the compensation systems 
found in any of the various states where racing 
is conducted, and which will provide certain week- 
ly or monthly payments to employees injured in 
line of duty or which will, in case of a fatality, 
provide payment to the dependents of the de- 
ceased members as long as they are actually de- 
pendent.” If he goes into as much detail as he 
has in discussing the matter with us, he will pro- 
pose three classes of membership: (A) Race 
tracks, (B) owners of racing stables or breeding 
farms, and (C) other individuals connected with 
race tracks, racing stables, and breeding farms. 
Thus his plan touches intimately virtually all the 
thousands who are associated with the sport. 

We have no idea whether Dr. Bond’s plan is al- 
together feasible. But it is one of the biggest, 
most reasonable, most humane, and most im- 
portant proposals the American Turf has ever 
been asked to consider. It is especially in line for 
consideration just now, because racing is in the 
midst of prosperity and ought to be setting up its 
fortifications against any evil days that may lie 
ahead. Hence we hope that Dr. Bond will be 
heard attentively, that his proposal will be dis- 
cussed at length and not dismissed too quickly, 
that its bigness will not frighten everybody away 
from it, and that a national committee, composed 
of qualified individuals from several fields (law, 
medicine, economics, racing, etc.), can be set up 
to consider the practicability of the matter.

Pep Talk 


VERYBODY in the Thoroughbred game is 

running hither and yon these days, either to 
look at Saratoga yearlings or to get Saratoga 
yearlings ready to be looked at. It used to be 
that the first question a breeder wanted answered 
was, “Do you think these yearlings are too fat? 
or fat enough?” This year this has dropped back 
to second place, with “How much do you think 
the market is going to be off ?’’ leading by several 
open lengths. 

The answer in this corner is that it will be off 
about 150 yearlings. The expectation is that there 
will be nearly 700 head offered at Saratoga next 
month, to a market which showed signs of being 
glutted last year with 643. A total of 500 to 550 
would be ideal at Saratoga under present condi- 
tions, and everybody would do well. A larger 
number will infallibly bring the average down, 
though the individual breeder really has no con- 
cern with averages. This corner would like to see 
the Saratoga market limited, as some of the Eng- 
lish sales are, either by seniority or by the class 
of yearlings, so that no mushroom growth would 
be possible. Saratoga, after all, isn’t the only out- 
let for yearlings—Pimlico, Lexington, and Cal- 
ifornia sales dispose of a good many, and I some- 
times think that a cheap yearling, of the $500 to 
$1,000 class, will bring more at the smaller sales 
than at Saratoga, where practically no one is 
looking for honest campaigners that will earn 
their living and a little more. 

But to get back to the Saratoga prospects. 
Obviously the average is going to be lower, for 50 
more yearlings mean 50 more cheap yearlings, as 
well as a larger supply for a demand which has 
not grown proportionately. But I see no reason 
for an individual breeder to suppose that a year- 
ling which would have brought $2,500 in 1939 will 
not bring $2,500 in 1940, and if this is true the fall 
in the averages is a matter of only statistical 
importance. 

Barring calamity (which, to be sure, is hard to 
bar these days), racing will have the greatest dis- 
tribution in its long history in 1941. There will 
be a few more tracks, and these will be richer 
tracks. A race horse of given ability should be 
able to earn more next year than he can now. 
There is consequently no sound economic reason 
for any decline in prices, except, as I have said, 
that the supply this year will be larger, for which 
breeders are themselves to blame. 

It is undeniable that a luxury market is more 
changeable than another, and that a fancied dan- 
ger may do as much to it as a real one. Even so, 
I suspect that those who take a licking at Sara- 
toga this August will be those who try to crowd 
cheaply bred yearlings into a fashionable market, 
and that those who go up with good stock will get 
good prices. Anyway, it sounds good in the say- 
ing of it.

Detroit Closes 


ULY 6 was the forty-third and last day of the 

Detroit summer meeting, and as it closed of- 
ficials were already planning for the fall season 
which opens September 10. The meeting ran 
well ahead of 1939 both in attendance and in bet- 
ting, despite the fact that the weather there, as 
elsewhere, was frequently unfavorable. Officials 
announced themselves as greatly pleased with 
the support the track received, looked forward to 
better racing this fall. 

On closing day three non-claiming events made 
up the best of the card. A six-furlong event for 
3-year-olds and up, for a $1,500 purse, went to 
Rosedale Stable’s Hoptown Lass, a daughter of 
*Masked Marvel II which was winning her sec- 
ond victory of the meeting, the eighth of her 
career. A similar race at a mile and 70 yards 
was won by A. T. Simmons’ Veldt, a 3-year-old 
son of *Sickle which did not race last year, but 
has won three of his seven starts this season. It 
marked a double for Owner Simmons and Trainer 
W. G. Douglas, as the same stable had sent out 
Wishing, by Psychic Bid, to take a five-furlong 
allowance event for 2-year-olds.

Work on Hialeah Track 


A new departure in caring for the racing strip 
at Hialeah Park has been announced by John C. 
Clark, president of the Miami Jockey Club. The 
track has previously been left alone during the 
long off season, except for what work was neces- 
sary to prevent erosion, with the result that it 
has packed rather hard, a factor which has 
something to do with its reputation as the fastest 
track in the United States. The present plan 
calls for plowing the strip almost to its original 
base, resetting grades, and the addition of what- 
ever elements are necessary to the soil which 
forms the cushion.

Empire City 


ITH the Fourth of July coming in its first 

week, Empire City completed its first six 
days of racing with a total pari-mutuel turnover 
of $4,510,898, a daily average of $751,816. This 
will not hold, of course, because the holiday had 
a great deal to do with it, but even so it was an 
amazing total. The week at Belmont Park 
which included Memorial Day had a total betting 
of $4,571,932, and this had been expected to re- 
main by far the biggest week of the year in New 
York. But the Empire City total was almost as 
large, which was the more remarkable in that it 
had but seven races daily, while Belmont Park 
had a steeplechase each day in addition to seven 
flat races. During the week at the Yonkers track 
the average betting was $107,402 a race, which is 
thus far the record in New York for any corres- 
ponding period of time. 


A newcomer and a veteran shared honors for 
the first week at Empire City. On July 4 the 
stakes event was the Demoiselle Stakes, which 
went to the second stakes winner sired by Equi- 
poise, Crispin Oglebay’s 2-year-old Level Best, 
which toppled Strange Device from the unbeaten 
ranks. The $3,500 Questionnaire Handicap which 
supported this was won by A. J. Sackett’s Tola 
Rose, a Head Play gelding bred by Mrs. Silas B. 
Mason. In a $1,500 sprint A C C Stable’s Sun 
Egret, 55-year-old son of *Sun Briar, got back to 
the winners’ circle, and a 2-year-old maiden race 
went to Howe Stable’s Take Wing, by *Chicle. 

The first Saturday was featured by the Butler 
Handicap, increased this year to an endowment 
of $25,000. Myron Selznick’s Can’t Wait, which 
has been a bargain ever since he was bought for 
$1,050 at Saratoga, took this smartly, running 
the best race of a rather good career. A $2,000 
overnight sprint was won by G. D. Widener’s Dr. 
Whinny, a home-bred by Jamestown. 

There was not a claiming event on the Satur- 
day card. The first race was for maiden 2-year- 
elds, and it was won by S. T. Greenfield’s Kantar 
Run, a *Kantar gelding bred by Robert Sterling 
Clark. The next event was a 1'4,¢-mile event 
under special weights, and Hal Price Headley’s 
Salaminia, a 3-year-old filly by Man o’ War out 
of the top race mare Alcibiades, won it easily. 
Ogden Phipps scored in a sprint for 2-year-olds 
with King Cole, by *Pharamond II, bred by Dr. 
Charles Hagyard. After the two principal events 
were disnosed of. two Class C events remained. 
The sprint went to Mrs. Louise Viau’s Conquer, 
a Victorian gelding bred by Willie Lee Nutter 
and Silas Mason. This gave Mr. Nutter a sort 
of breeder’s double, for he also bred Can’t Wait. 
Last race of the day, at 114, miles, was won by 
Howard Bruce’s General Mowlee, by Mowlee, 
bred by A. T. Clarke. 


Level Best by Eight 


Marshall Field’s Strange Device (122), a Stim- 
ulus filly which had won all of her four starts, 
including two stakes, was made an odds-on favor- 
ite for the sixth running of the Demoiselle Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 534, furlongs) at 
Empire City July 4. The track was muddy, and 
whether for this reason or another Strange De- 
vice was unable to find her stride quickly enough 
to have any chance at catching Crispin Oglebay’s 
Level Best (115), an unbeaten daughter of Equi- 
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poise, which now takes rank as one of the best 
fillies of the young season, if not actually the 
best. 

Level Best, ridden by Basil James, was off with 
a rush, apparently liking the soft track, and she 
opened up two lengths on Dividend (111) in the 
first quarter-mile. Strange Device had dropped 
back at the start, then began coming up with de- 
termination, and went into second place on the 
turn. But Level Best, now leading by four lengths, 
had increased this to five at the furlong-pole, and 
despite being eased up at the end, drew out to win 
by eight lengths. Greentree Stable’s Tangled 
(119) came up on the outside in the stretch and 
tried to make it a race for second place with 
Strange Device, but the Stimulus filly beat her 
three-fourths of a length. White Hall Planta- 
tion’s Haste Back (115) was an _ indifferent 
fourth, though the Haste filly had closed a con- 
siderable gap in the stretch. In order followed 
Becomly (119), Cleo Louise (115), Old Friend 
(111), Powdered Heels (111), Camp Sortie (111), 
Widdecombe (107), Philomel (113), Ballarosa 
(113), and Dividend. Time, :22%5, :46%, 1:091%, 
track muddy. Stakes division, $6,425, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

Level Best was foaled April 19, 1938, at Harrie 
B. Scott’s farm (now a part of Shandon Farm, 
which Mr. Scott has since purchased), as the 
joint property of Mr. Riddle and his farm man- 
ager. Mr. Scott took her last August to Sara- 
toga where the present owner, well known as a 
financier, sportsman, and philanthropist, pur- 
chased her for $7,600. She has won all of her 
three starts and has earned $7,825. Speed Boat, 
winner at two and three, including the Adiron- 
dack Handicap, has had three earlier foals. One 
has not started; the others, Swing Time and The 
Sward, have placed but have not won. Friar’s 
Carse won five races and $20,225, from seven 
starts at two, including the Keene Memorial, 
Fashion, and Clover Stakes, and is also dam of 
the winners Black Jacket (placed in stakes), 
Yellow Flag (also producer), and Bay Carse 
(placed in stakes and producer). Problem pro- 
duced six winners, including Flint Stone ($21,185, 
including Harford, Mardi Gras, Crescent City 
Handicaps), and the producers Afloat, Problem- 
atical, and Elizabeth Ragan. 


Can't Wait's Butler Handicap 


It has been fairly obvious for some time that 
Myron Selznick’s Can’t Wait was going to earn 
a major victory during the season, for he has 
been running close up in top company since he 
began his New York campaign this year. But it 
was not exactly expected that he would pick up 
as rich a prize as Empire City’s Butler Handicap 
($25,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 134g miles), 
run July 6. Under 111 pounds, he was third 
choice, at approximately 5 to 1, and ran a cap- 
able race. George D. Widener’s Eight Thirty 
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(128) was the favorite, despite the fact that both 
Can’t Wait and Belair Stud’s *Isolater (119) had 
finished in front of him in the Brooklyn Handicap 
a week earlier. The Pilate colt had been permit- 
ted to drop two pounds, while both Can’t Wait 
and *Isolater had their Brooklyn weight up 
again. 

The race began as a speed duel between Falaise 
Stable’s War Dog (108) and Maxwell Howard’s 
The Chief (110), with Can’t Wait following along 
behind the pace, both Eight Thirty and *Isolater 
well back. In about seven furlongs War Dog put 
away The Chief, but he was challenged at once 
by Can't Wait, which took the lead in the upper 
stretch. Eight Thirty, which had begun to im- 
prove his position on the far turn, and had 
weaved through horses to get into contention, 
was coming at this stage, as was *Isolater, 
though the Belair racer lost ground on the turns. 
Neither had much chance of getting to Can't 
Wait, which held on under Basil James’ drive to 
win by nearly two lengths. War Dog, going on 
gamely, outlasted Eight Thirty to take second 
place by a head, and *Isolater was two and a 
quarter Jengths away in fourth place. In order 
followed Hash (119), Sickle T. (106), Aethelwold 
(109), The Chief, and Esposa (110). The latter 
was always outrun. Time, :231%, :474%, 1:12%, 
1:37%5, 1:5735, track fast.

At two he won 
the Junior Champion Stakes; at three he placed 
in four stakes, including a second in the Wood 
Memorial Stakes and a third in the Kentucky 
Derby; and at four last year he won the Motion 
Picture Handicap at Del Mar. In all he has start- 
ed 42 times, won 11 races, finished second 10 
times, third twice, and has earned $70,050.

New Jockey Club Rules 


The Jockey Club, meeting in special session 
July 1, made several slight changes in the rules 
of racing. One was a manifestation of the ubiq- 
uitous tendency toward shorter races, when Rule 
29 was altered to read: 

After May 31 in each year only two overnight events 
for a distance less than a mile for horses three years 
old and upwards shall be given on any one race day 
except in an emergency and upon approval by the 
stewards. 

The previous rule had provided that only one 
such race could be carded each day, though 
“emergency” has sometimes been used inter- 
changeably with “inconvenience.” 

Rule 9 was altered to read: 

A sweepstakes is a race in which stakes are to be 
made by the owners of the horses engaged, and it is 
still a sweepstakes when money or other prizes is added. 
but within the meaning of this rule no overnight race 
whatever its conditions shall be considered to be a 
sweepstakes. 

The boldface type indicates new matter. Under 
the old rule an occasional race was both a sweep- 
stakes and an overnight race. Only other change 
of moment was the addition of one pound to the 
scale to be carried by 5-year-olds and up to 114 
miles in May and June. 


W. M. Butler Dies 


On the day before the running of the Butler 
Handicap, an event named in memory of James 
Butler, founder of the Empire City race track, 
James Butler’s son, William Mathew Butler, died 
at his home, Eastview Farm, at Eastview, N. Y. 
He was 47 years old, was vice president of the 
Empire City track, and in his younger days was 
a well known amateur rider. Embolism was 
given as the cause of his death. 

At Empire City on July 5 flags flew at half- 
staff. On the following day the Butler Handicap 
had its sixth running, and the track which James 
Butler opened in October, 1900, had the biggest 
day of its history.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


Pipes year Suffolk Downs began extremely 
well, but the meeting fell off somewhat to- 
ward the end. This year it began rather badly, 
bceause the weather during the early days was 
miserable, and has picked up steadily. Had the 
fortunes of the two meetings been charted, the 
lines would have crossed on July 3, when, for the 
first time, the current meeting got ahead of last 
year’s, after being nearly $750,000 behind at one 
stage. On the following day the turnover was 
$643,813, as compared with $546,822 on the cor- 
responding day in 1939, and by the end of the 
racing of July 6, the 1940 meeting was more than 
$500,000 ahead. After 42 days of racing, the 
daily average turnover was $378,221, as compared 
with an average of $365,376 at the corresponding 
period in 1939. The Fourth of July came later 
in last year’s meeting, however, so that the com- 
parison is slightly misleading; even so, the cur- 
rent meeting is far ahead, even after allowance 
is made for this fact. 

The July 4 program was featured by the 
Yankee Handicap for 3-year-olds, victory going 
to Brandon Stable’s Pass Out, by *By-Pass II, 
though most observers thought that Dixiana’s 
Sirocco, getting none the best of the maneuver- 
ing in the stretch, was extremely unlucky to lose. 
The other races on the holiday were under claim- 
ing conditions, a sloppy track taking some of the 
class from the program. 

The weather was clear and the track much bet- 
ter on the Saturday, and it was listed as fast for 
the last five races. The stakes went to Mrs. W. 
R. Fleming’s Loveday, by Petee-Wrack, though 
here again the stretch riding may have had 
something to do with the result, Orcades having 
messed up two challengers in the last furlong. 

A supporting race, for 3-year-olds at a mile 
and 70 yards went to D. Harrison’s Army Song, 
a Man o’ War colt bred by Samuel D. Riddle, and 
a $2,000 handicap, also for 3-year-olds, was won 
by Rivermont Ranch’s Zoic, by Prince of Wales. 
Another non-claiming race was for maiden 2- 
year-olds, and in it Charles C. VanMeter gradu- 
ated the last of the four 2-year-olds he took to 
Boston, the juvenile being Votum, by Hi-jack or 
Gallant Sir, bred by H. C. Ragan, of Lexington. 

Challedon has been preparing at Suffolk Downs 
for the Massachusetts, which is to be run July 
17. On July 9 a race was written for him, and 
he was put in against Le Mar Stock Farm’s Many 
Stings. The race had only the two starters, ané 
there was no betting, as the event was pro- 
grammed as a special, and not a part of the regu- 
lar program. Challedon, with 126 pounds up, 
gave Many Stings six pounds and beat him 
easily, leading all the way for the 114,¢-mile trip. 


First Stakes for Pass Out 


The Yankee Handicap ($15,000 added, 3-year- 
olds, 134g miles) at Suffolk Downs July 4 was 
unsuccessful in drawing any of the leading 3- 
year-olds. Bimelech was a nominee, but it was 
known a few days before the race that he would 
not be an entry, and the field which was left in- 
cluded, as far as 1940 stakes winners go, only 
Dit (122), Pictor (11712), and Wesley M. Sears’ 
Dusky Duke (108). Included also was Brandon 
Stable’s Pass Out (110), which, though he had not 
run any particularly outstanding races this year, 
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had not run any bad ones either. In his last nine 
starts, including six this season, he had not been 
unplaced, and he was made a slight favorite over 
Dit and Pictor, which were played almost evenly. 

Dit and Pictor virtually eliminated themselves 
in the early furlongs when they bumped each 
other, though neither gave a performance which 
suggested they might have won with better for- 
tune. Pass Out, with Joe Wagner in the saddle, 
had gone out to take the lead, had been steadied 
around the first turn with Dusky Duke lapped on 
him, and in the back stretch he drew clear. He 
increased his advantage around the turn, did not 
have a challenge to meet until he was well in the 
stretch. There Dixiana’s Sirocco (122), which 
had had some trouble getting clear going, moved 
up on the outside and offered a game bid for vic- 
tory. But Pass Out, making the most of his 12- 
pound pull in the weights, lasted to win by a nose, 
though the camera was needed to separate the 
leaders. Dusky Duke was four lengths behind in 
third place, and Wheatley Stable’s Ship Biscuit 
(109), which has raced to be claimed for $7,000, 
was fourth, a length farther away. In order fol- 
lowed Dit, Colorado Ore (105), Pictor, and Raise 
Up (105).

Startle (Kentucky Jockey Club, Hinata Stakes, 
Kentucky Oaks, Queen City Handicap, and pro- 
ducer), Skeptic (Canadian Derby), and Fabian 
(Ardsley Handicap), and the producers Jap and 
Hazzaza. 


Hannah Dustin Handicap 


Mrs. W. R. Flemming’s Loveday (112), which 
ran four consceutive seconds at Narragansett 
Park this spring, has had more varied fortune at 
Suffolk Downs. In her first start there she was 
unplaced in a stakes, then was third, and then 
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won two consecutive races. On July 6 she was 
out for her second attempt in stakes company, 
for the Hannah Dustin Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 114g miles), 
was fourth choice in a field of 11 and the winner. 

Morcarine (110) began in front, drew out to a 
clear lead over Housework (101), which held sec- 
ond place for nearly a mile. Then, as the field 
entered the stretch, G. H. Bostwick’s Nellie Bly 
(102) came up well, after gradually improving 
her position, and took the lead in mid-stretch. 
Behind her three fillies were threatening. Miss 
C. Morabito’s Monida (3, 99), a Pilate filly, was 
the first, but just behind her was Mrs. V. Wyse’s 
Orcades (109).

McLennan Gets Two Years 


For the last two years Charles J. McLennan 
has done a highly satisfactory job as racing sec- 
retary at Suffolk Downs, giving Boston race- 
geers the most varied and interesting racing they 
have seen. On July 6 it was announced that the 
track had signed a new two-year contract, taking 
effect when the present three-year contract ex- 
pires.

Hollywood Park 


agit a by the Fourth of July program, the 
pari-mutuel turnover at Hollywood Park last 
week swung above $500,000 daily for the first 
time since the meeting started, this representing 
a gain of nearly 20 per cent over 1939. The In- 
dependence Day crowd wagered $908,039, which 
represented a gain of about $175,000 over last 
year, and in all resvects the meeting is far ahead 
of any of its previous records. 

July 1 was devoted to a special program for 
the Red Cress, and the track put up a $10,000 
stakes, not originally planned, for the occasion. 
Neil S. McCarthy’s Big Ben, scoring the first im- 
portant victory of his 3-year-old season, was an 
easy winner. He set a new track record, which 
was not so much of an accomplishment on that 
day, for in the previous race Louis B. Mayer’s 
*Beautiful II ran a mile in 1:36; to set a new 
track record, and in the following race a $1,000 
plater, Scotch High, set a new record of 2:10 for 
1%, miles, a distance at which no top horses have 
run at the track. The Tuesday program was not 
a particularly interesting one, though Rex Ells- 
worth’s Labeled Win, by Silver Cord, equaled the 
track record for 5'% furlongs to win an allowance 
event. A $4,000 claiming race, with a $2,000 
purse, featured the Wednesday racing, and Rae 
Stable’s Breeks. by Epithet, was the winner. The 
track records all stood up. 


On July 4 ancther went down, when Valdina 
Farm’s Viscounty ran a mile and a furlong in 
1:49 to win the $15,000 American Handicap. A 
supporting race. at 114, miles for a $2,000 purse, 
went to H. F. Haldemau’s Sun Plume, by *Sun 
Briar. 

The Saturday stakes, the Starlet Sweepstakes, 
went to Flying Choice, a Flying Heels filly which 
Rex Ellsworth bought at the Lexington Fall Sales 
last October fer $1,300. Mr. Ellsworth, who is 
associated with Trainer M. A. Tenney in the 
ownership of his stable, had three entries in the 
race, the cthers being Over Drive and Labeled 
Win, which jointly hold the 515 furlong record. 
The Starlet was at six furlongs, and Flying 
Choice set a record also, though not one which 
will appear in the bocks. She ran the distance 
in 1:11%;, which is the fastest six furlongs run 
by a 2-year-old in the track’s short history. Fly- 
ing Choice is out of Rain Crow, by Westy Hogan, 
was offered at the Lexington sales by Ward 
Brothers, of Scott Ccunty, Kentucky. 

The July 13 feature will be the Argonaut Han- 
dicap, a $10,000 event at 114g miles. It is the 
last stakes preparation before the $50,000 Holly- 
wceod Gold Cup, and *Kavak II, Viscounty, Hys- 
terical, Specify, and Wedding Call are among the 
entries. *Kayak II has not raced since his sec- 
ond to Seabiscuit in the Santa Anita Handicap, 
but a workout of a mile in 1:38 was reported for 
him July 4. 


Another From the Argentine 


The already unusually large percentage é6f 
stakes horses which have been brought up from 
South America was increased at Hollywood Park 
June 29 when Binglin Stock Farm’s *Etolia II 
(112) scored a surprise victory in the first run- 
ning of the Vanity Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, fillies and mares, one mile). 
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For the first six furlongs the Argentine-bred was 
a dismal last; then in one swift quarter-mile she 
swept forward to a very smart success. : 
Hard Lu (3, 111) made the early pace, with 
Neil S. McCarthy’s Augury (3, 114) and W-L 
Ranch’s Mad Sue (109) also close up. Wellesley 
(3, 106) made a brief thrust and fell back, and 
around the last turn Mad Sue also began to 
weaken. But Augury, going to the outside on the 
stretch turn, drove into the lead, where she was 
challenged at once by Louis B. Mayer’s Flying 
Wild (122). It was at this stage that *Etolia II, 
hard ridden by Nunzio Pariso, came with a sus- 
tained run that carried her to the front. She beat 
Flying Wild three-fourths of a length, and Au- 
gury dropped back to third, two lengths behind 
the runner-up. Vegas Stock Farm’s Omelet (116) 
was fourth, followed by Mad Sue, Novelette 
(111), Twist (115), Wellesley, and Hard Lu.

*Etolia II was foaled August 3, 1934, in Argen- 
tina (was sold as a 2-year-old to A. J. Penna for 
8,000 pesos (about $1,840). She won two races 
and 14,000 pesos in 1937, including the “classic” 
Premio 25 de Mayo. She was second in the 
“classic’’ Premio Francisco J. Beazley, unplaced in 
her three other starts, including the One Thousand 
Guineas equivalent. Her 1938 record is not avail- 
able. She was purchased in the fall of 1938 and 
shipped to the United States, reaching New York 
December 8 of that year, in a shipment which 
also included *Sorteado and *Don Mike. In the 
United States she has started 14 times, won two 
races, finished second twice, third three times, 
and has earned $8,775. Elvire was foaled in 
France, and did not race. At four, 1927, she was 
taken to Argentina, where she is also dam of the 
winners Endecha, Elfrida, and Elida (Premio 
Francisco J. Beazley), all by Lombardo. Alba 
Rose won at two and three in France, and is also 
dam of the winners Alba II, Rose des Vents (on 
the flat and over jumps), Acteone, and Arthur 
(over jumps). Rose Rose was foaled in England 
and did not race. Her first foal, Kames, was a 
winner in England. She was shipped to France 
in 1898, in foal to Childwick; this foal was Manu- 
scrit, winner on the flat and over jumps in 
France. She also produced the French winners 
Nacarat (over jumps), Quinola, and Scarlet (Prix 
Penelope). She had only one other foal to reach 
racing age, White Rose II, which placed but did 
not win.

On July 1 Hollywood Park held a day of racing 
for the benefit of the American Red Cross, in 
addition to the regularly scheduled racing, and 
put up a $10,000 Red Cross Handicap (3-year- 
olds, six furlongs) as a feature attraction, sup- 
ported it with first-class racing.

Viscounty Sets a Record 


The best of the handicap horses at Hollywood 
Park were out July 4 for the American Handicap 
($15,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), 
with Valdina Farms’ Viscounty (115) made fa- 
vorite, and Silver State Stabe’s Specify (122) 
given the best chance at him. Specify dashed to 
the front at the start, closely followed by Circle S 
Stable’s Hysterical (117), but Specify gradually 
opened up daylight on his pursuer. L. B. Mayer’s 
Joy Boy (112) and Edgemont Stable’s *Mount 
Vernon II (112) formed the second flight, with 
Nunzio Pariso having a strong hold on Viscounty 
well back in the field.

DELAWARE 


Delaware Park 


HE fourth Delaware Park meeting, a 30-day 

affair, came to a successful conclusion on 
July 4, with a program featured by the Sussex 
Handicap, a 11'4-mile test. The winner and 
favorite was Masked General. a Pompey gelding 
from Donald P. Ross’ Brandywine Stable. Al- 
though the day was cloudy and the track sloppy, 
Racing Secretary Edward J. Brennan got a good 
supporting program together. A $1,200 Class C 
handicap at six furlongs was won by W. E. 
Johnson's Robespierre, a 4-year-old Sir Andrew 
colt bred by John M. Clancy, of Louisville. A 
Delaware-owned stable scored a double on the 
day, when Christiana Stable (Mrs. Jane du Pont 
Lunger) took down two 2-year-old events, both 
with youngsters by Ariel. One was a maiden 
race, and the winner, bred by William B. Miller, 
was Primarily, which was the eleventh winner 
of the year for his sire, from a crop of 24 foals 
of 1938. The cther, an allowance race, went to 
Sky Lane, bred by Horace N. Davis. Both were 
Saratoga purchases last August. Primarily cost 
$3,700 and Sky Lane $3,500, and both seem well 
on the way toward paying back their purchase 
price. Jockey Ruperto Donoso, who has been 
prominent all through the meeting, got a triple 
on closing day, but Maurice Peters, who had two 
winners including the $10,000 added stakes event, 
pressed him closely for the day’s riding honors. 
Racing remained formful despite the footing, 
with four favorites winning from the eight-race 
card. 

Delaware Park is prevented by the State’s rac- 
ing law from having more than 30 days of racing 
in any one year, so the track will be dark until 
next season. It is also virtually prevented by 
law from making any important money, and is, 
in fact, about as wedded to the interests of horse- 
men as any track in the United States. It is con- 
sequently gratifying to note that the four meet- 
ings thus far held at the track have been finan- 
cially successful, and that operators have been 
able to keep their ideals of racing without dis- 
couraging expense. 


Masked General Easily 


In a field of six which was attracted to the 
Sussex Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 11, miles) at Delaware Park July 4, Brandy- 
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wine Stable’s Masked General (116) was some- 
thing of a stand-out. He was confidently backed 
at approximately even money, and he won as 
Jockey Maurice Peters pleased. When the field 
was sent away, Masked General was off well, and 
in a few strides he had taken the lead. He drew 
clear of his field and stayed clear. On the last 
turn Peters gave him a breathing spell, and A. C. 
Bostwick’s Belay (116) came up to within two 
lengths of him, but in the stretch he opened up a 
five-length lead and won by that margin. Belay 
was two and a half lengths ahead of Christiana 
Stable’s Foxshade (100), a Gallant Fox gelding 
which had been third in his last three starts, and 
Knollwood Stable’s Solarium (10512) was fourth, 
a neck farther back. In order followed Rex Flag 
(110) and *Confiado (114), both outrun almost 
from the start. Time, :2435, :4925, 1:1435, 1:40, 
2:064;5, track sloppy.

Thistle Down Park 


ARGEST part of the horses which have been 

racing at Detroit, joined by a few from 
other localities, moved last week to Thistle Down 
Park, at Cleveland, where a 44-day summer meet- 
ing opened July 2. The track is apparently fol- 
lowing the lead of Detroit in having no stakes 
events, but is offering instead overnight races of 
good value. The feature on July 4 was a $2,000 
overnight allowance race at 114, miles, and it 
went to A. L. Ferguson’s Black Brummel, also 
a winner at the Detroit meeting. An allowance 
race for 2-year-olds, over the Thistle Down 
Course (80 feet less than 51% furlongs) went to 
Owasse, a Cherokee colt bred. owned, and trained 
by C. Whitney Moore, of Lexington. 

There were three non-claiming races on the 
first Saturday, July 6. The best was a $1,500 
sprint which went to Franks Boy, by Galus (by 
Stimulus), bred by T. H. McCaffrey, owned and 
trained by F. Gering. An allowance event at a 
mile and 40 yards was won by W. E. Ball’s Sid- 
out, a 4-year-old filly by Crucifixion, bred by 
Xalapa Farm. The other event was for 2-year- 
olds, and Owasse, scoring for the second time in 
three days, was again the winner. 

Ohio has also had another meeting, of sorts, 
at Lancaster, where a 10-day session ended July 
6. Minimum purses were $300, and the best race 
on closing day, also under claiming conditions, 
was for $400. Another small Ohio meeting will 
begin July 13 at Hamilton, where 13 days of rac- 
ing are scheduled. 
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ILLINOIS 


Arlington Park 


PERATORS of Arlington Park last week be- 
came increasingly aware of a lesson which is 
open to any observer, but which many race tracks 
never learn: money added to purses to draw bet- 
ter fields is in the long run as profitable to the 
track as to horsemen. The new management of 
the track, increasing Arlington Park’s already 
generous distribution, had the satisfaction of 
seeing, after 12 days of racing, an increase of 
approximately 35 per cent in attendance and 
wagering over 1939, which was itself no bad year. 
On July 4 a crowd estimated at 55,000, the larg- 
est in the history of the track, was out to bet 
$906,617, as compared with a pari-mutuel turn- 
over of $601,173 on the same holiday last year. 
The July 4 feature, the Stars and Stripes Han- 
dicap, went to Charles S. Howard’s Advocator, a 
Widener-bred son of *Sickle which ran the best 
race he has turned in this year. Supporting this 
was a $1,200 purse at seven furlongs, won by Dr. 
Charles Hagyard’s Rude Awakening, a home- 
bred by Upset. 

Mr. Widener also bred the stakes winner of the 
July 6 program, Misty Isle, also by *Sickle, and 
still in Mr. Widener’s ownership. Misty Isle 
scored without great difficulty in the Hyde Park 
Stakes, which is a preparation for Arlington’s 
principal 2-year-old stakes, the Arlington Lassie 
Stakes and Arlington Futurity. A good deal of 
interest also attached to the fourth event, a 
seven-furlong allowance race. It marked the 
first appearance, since the Florida season, of 
Calumet Farm's Little Risk, a Stimulus filly 
which won four straight during the winter season 
before going out of action. Made favorite over 
a good field, Little Risk won without difficulty. 
Astride her, getting his second win of the day, 
was Apprentice Shelby Clark, a 96-pound sensa- 
tion developed during the current season. Ap- 
prentice Clark, a native of McLeansboro, IIL, 
rode his first winner at New Orleans last Janu- 
ary 6, attracted attention when he won nine 
races during the first five days of the Lincoln 
Fields meeting, now is regarded as one of the 
season's best riding developments. 

Arlington Park goes now to the more impor- 
tant phases of its program. The Arlington Las- 
sie, for 2-year-old fillies, features the July 13 
program. The following Saturday, July 20, is the 
most important of the meeting, with the Classic 
Stakes up for decision, and all of the principal 3- 
year-olds eligible for it, including Bimelech, 
which won the major honors of the spring 3- 
year-old campaign, now must defend them 
against later developing 3-year-olds. Last Satur- 
day of the meeting, July 27, will see the first of 
the big 2-year-old races, the Arlington Futurity, 
whose winner is likely to remain the year’s lead- 
ing money-winning 2-year-old at least until the 
running of the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga. 


Advocator's Stars and Stripes 


The twelfth running of the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% 
miles) at Arlington Park July 4 marked the cul- 
mination of a long climb upward for Charles S. 
Howard’s Advocator (118), a stakes winner of 
several seasons back which sank last spring to 
the claiming division. Advocator won twice last 
spring for $3,500, won three Grade C races in 
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succession, was beaten narrowly in a Grade B 
event, was second in a stakes at Arlington Park 
on opening day, won an allowance race, and then 
completed the progression by winning a valuable 
stakes event. 

One formidable contender was eliminated in the 
parade to post, when W. E. Boeing’s Porter’s Mite 
(116) wheeled and fell over the outside rail. He 
was left wedged between the rail and a guard 
rail which keeps the public from hanging over the 
track, and it took some time to extricate him. 
He sustained a good many cuts, and though he 
was able to move about, the stewards excused 
him, and he did not take part in the race. He was 
in the hands of the starter, however, and bets on 
him stood. Another element of the opposition 
went out shortly after the start, when a bridle 
rein broke on Arabs Arrow (118), leaving Jockey 
Kenneth McCombs all he could do to stay on. The 
early leader was the 64-to-1 outsider Loque (100), 
and No Competition (10912) was in second place 
during the first furlongs. Also in the first flight 
was Woolford Farm’s Joe Schenck (114), and the 
Insco horse went to the front easily when Jockey 
J. Richards was ready. He could not draw clear, 
however, and before he could dispose of Loque, 
Advocator had engaged him on the outside. The 
*Sickle gelding went to the front easily and 
opened up a two-length lead, then began tiring. 
J. E. Oros kept him going with strong handling, 
and Advocator lasted to win by a length from 
Joe Schenck. French Lick Springs Stable’s Yale 
O’ Nine (109) finished well to be third, a length 
and a quarter farther back, a like distance ahead 
of Mrs. M. Evans’ Shot Put (110), which might 
have been closer but for being blocked when at- 
tempting to get through on the inside in the 
stretch. In order followed No Competition, Manie 
O’Hara (103), Chi (110), Mucho Gusto (116), 
Loque, and Arabs Arrow. Of the beaten field, 
Manie O’Hara had the only adequate excuse. She 
was unprepared when the start came, and got off 
badly. Time, :234, :47%5, 1:1145, 1:37%6, 1:50, 
track fast.

At Tollie Young’s Creekview Farm, Paris, Ky., 
on July 4 died Brilliant, 18-year-old son of 
Broomstick out of Man o’ War's full sister 
Masda, by Fair Play out of Mahubah, by *Rock 
Sand. It was first thought that colic had caused 
the stallion’s death, but a post-mortem discovered 
an extremely large tumor of the stomach. He 
had completed his 1940 book, serving 26 mares. 

Brilliant, bred by the late H. P. Whitney, won 
20 races from 102 starts in five seasons, and 
earned $28,795, including the Flint Stone Me- 
morial and Edgewater Gulf Hotel Handicaps. He 
entered the stud in 1929, so that he will have a 
total of 12 crops to race before his record is all 
in. Through 1939 he had sired winners of 412 
races and $276,666. He was not a prominent sire 
—to the time of his death none of his get had 
won a stakes race—but he got durable stock, 
which won year after year, including such cam- 
paigners as Glittering and Brilliant Miss, both 
winners at eight this year, and Star Bud, Bril- 
liant Queen, Brilliant Pal, and many others.

Morven Stud 


EXT door to the venerable Ellerslie Stud in 

Albemarle County, Virginia, at the foot of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, lies the comparatively 
new Morven Stud, established by Charles A. 
Stone, of New York, in 1926, and now operated 
under the ownership of the Stone Farm Associa- 
tion. At Morven, one of the loveliest of many 
beautiful horse farms of the Piedmont, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE travelers, Leach and Estes, were 
met by F. B. Hills, representative of the Stone 
family in numerous capacities, and by Farm Man- 
ager Legh Walker, who showed them what the 
writer believed to be the best crop of yearlings 
the farm has had for several years. Very likely 
no breeder would admit that a crop of yearlings 
with more fillies than colts could be better than 
his average, but at any rate these nine fillies and 
seven colts looked rather good to an outsider. 


Pempey, a stallion in which the Stone Farm 
Association owns a half-interest, is the sire with 
the most numerous representation, but, unfor- 
tunately for the Morven price average, there are 
two Pompey colts and seven fillies. The two 
colts are both among the tops. The chestnut out 
of Foxim, by Jim Gaffney, is a big, flashy, good- 
bodied, smooth, truly made one with four white 
stockings and a blaze. An early foal, he weighed 
980 pounds on the first of June. The dark chest- 
nut colt out of Riva was extra good, possibly the 
best-made youngster in the whole consignment. 
He stands about 15.2, is solidly constructed, 
strongly muscled, and his legs set on with pre- 
cise regard for their function of conveying him 
from one place to another in a hurry. He will 
show with the flashy ones, too, and has a com- 
manding appearance. 


Among the Pompey fillies the biggest, and one 
of the best, is the chestnut out of Marshmallow, 
by Campfire. This one is very strongly muscled, 
wide-chested, short-backed, deep-shouldered, and 
with an excellent head and neck. The Pola Negri 
filly is extra good—very strong, substantial, well 
balanced, nicely finished, and especially smart 
about the head and neck. The bay out of Blue 
Eagle (dam of the Acorn Stakes winner Blue 
Sheen) ranked about as high with me as any of 
the fillies. She is strong and substantial, smooth 
enough, but with a touch of masculinity in her 
Strength. Her stance and gait indicate a good 
mover. The Eagleton filly is tall, medium-bodied, 
and a little on the plain order. The half-sister to 
Lightning Bolt, out of Margie C., is middle-sized, 
deep-bodied, well proportioned, and_ strongly 
muscled. The daughter of the good producer 
Bonne Etoile, by *Wrack out of Etoile Filante, 
is a tall, lean, sinewy, high-withered one. Vander 
Pool’s sister, Flickaway, has a smallish filly un- 
distinguished as to looks but rather truly made. 

Tintagel, winner of the Futurity and a top- 
notch 2-year-old a few years back, is represented 
here by a colt and a filly from his first crop. The

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colt, out of Raynham Rose, by Stimulus, is good- 
sized, smooth, muscular, short-backed, straight- 
hocked, and true-made. The filly, out of Brown 
Rose, by *Brown Prince II, has an excellent head 
and neck, a good deep body, strong muscling, 
and good quality. 

Five cther sires have one yearling each in the 
consignment. I was especially stuck on the bay 
colt by Omaha (the first crop of this magnificent 
young stallion) out of the stakes winner Blind 
Lane. This is a fairly low-set, solid, extraordi- 
narily “tough” fellow, built strictly for business. 
He seems to be as sensible as he is strong. The 
Hard Tack—Sunana colt is a light chestnut with 
flaxen trimmings. He is good-sized, flashy, 
strong, smooth, good-bodied, and very true as to 
underpinning, one of the best prospects in the 
lot. The Diavolo—Galarose colt is tall, mod- 
erately light in build. The *Gino—Fair Stella 
roan colt is of medium build and racy, with more 
strength fcre than aft, and fine in quality. The 
filly by Stimulus out of Plucky Polly, a young 
*Sir Gallahad III mare, is not as hefty as one 
might expect from such breeding, but is rather 
racy and wiry, with a very good head and well 
set legs and feet. 


Nydrie Stud 


T the Nydrie Stud of Mr. and Mrs. R. A. Van 

Clief, at Esmont, Va., a few miles from 
Charlottesville, are an even dozen Saratoga year- 
lings, six colts and six fillies, all by stallions 
which stand at Arthur B. Hancock’s Kentucky 
and Virginia farms. The Van Cliefs, though they 
have only a small number of mares, have gone 
in for quality and have turned out some of the 
best horses of recent years. 

Pompey is the sire of two colts and one filly in 
the lot. There is a tall, rangy, lithe, well set up 
bay colt out of Parco, by *Omar Khayyam. The 
other colt is a showy, good-sized, chestnut out 
of Durzes, by *Durbar II. The one Pompey filly, 
out of Peggy Byrne, by Stimulus, is a fairly 
small one, racy. smart about the head, well 
muscled, and well balanced. 

Tintagel is also responsible for three. The one 
colt, a chestnut, out of Tenting, by “Omar Khay- 
yam, is a good-bodied, strong, truly made fellow,

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very alert and lively. The brown filly out of 
*Highland Dell (dam of White Tie), by Craig an 
Eran, is especially attractive. She is on the 
small side, compact, quick, wiry, feminine, and 
exceptionally well balanced, a very good racing 
prospect. The filly from Juleptime, by High 
Time, is good-sized, well balanced, smoothly 
turned but with much scope. Tintagel’s first crop 
of yearlings will, I believe, make a favorable im- 
pression on Saratoga buyers. 

Omaha is the sire of a very good chestnut colt 
out of Ambles, by *Troutbeck, an impressive, 
substantial, muscular, symmetrical fellow, with 
a smart head and a vigorous, regular walk. The 
filly by Omaha out of My Risk (dam of Donita 
M.), by Campfire, is big, rangy, smooth. 

Gallant Fex, sire of Omaha, is responsible for 
an outstanding chestnut colt out of Morning, by 
American Flag. This is a showy, smart, strong, 
well balanced, short-backed youngster with good 
quality and solid, well set legs. ‘That rascal can 
truck for you,” his groom grinned at me. The 
Stimulus—Melodiana colt is a big, rangy, extra 
strong fellow with particularly well defined with- 
ers. The *Jacepo filly out of the young stakes 
winner Broad Ripple, by Stimulus, is low and 
heavy-set, wide in front, heavily built, and 
marked with speed all over. The Diavolo filly 
out of Gallant Lady, by *Sir Gallahad VIII, is 
possibly the handsomest of the fillies, a good- 
sized, deep-bodied, smooth, showy sort with a lot 
of quality.

AST year Kenneth N. Gilpin, master of Kent- 
mere Farm at Boyce, Va., dispersed nearly 
all his Thoroughbred stock, but this year he will

be back at Saratoga with two yearling colts for 
sale. One of these he bred, the other he obtained 
from Audley Farm when its Thoroughbred stock 
was broken up last year. 

The bay colt by Granville out of old Lady Em- 
meline, by King James, is a big, rugged, level- 
topped, extremely powerful youngster, standing 
over a lot of ground. He had won first prize in 
the yearling show at Charles Town a few days be- 
fore I saw him at Mr. Gilpin’s farm. 

The other colt is a bay by *Bull Dog out of 
*Felina II, by Swynford out of Fifinella, by Poly- 
melus, thus a half-brother to the stakes winners 
Hilena and Dainger. Lewis. Barring ill luck in 
the meantime, I think this colt may be expected 
to be in the upper bracket of prices at Saratoga, 
as he is an excellent individual. He is very much 
a son of *Bull Dog, and is smart, racy, strong, 
well balanced, properly proportioned, very busi- 
nesslike, and very confident of himself. He is 
especially well fortified against the rigors of 
training, being deep through the middle and wide 
on both ends. This one and those I have seen in 
Kentucky make me think *Bull Dog’s yearlings 
are going to average extremely high this year.

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where back in his own pedigree) and set about 
transforming it into a horse farm by means of 
fences, fertilizer, etc. He is still in the early 
stages of this work, but has begun to breed a few 
yearlings for the Saratoga market, hopes to have 
more of them in the future. 

This year Mr. Baldwin will take four yearlings 
to Saratoga, three colts and a filly. Top of the 
lot, most lookers assume, is the bay colt by *Phar- 
amond II out of the Man o’ War mare Shell Hole. 
This is an oversize fellow, of such substance and 
smoothness that, if he weren't such a good racing 
prospect, he would be picked up as an excellent 
hunter and show prospect. He girths about 74 
inches. This colt has a good head, high withers, 
deep body, strong muscles about the forearms and 
gaskins; his legs are properly set on and he walks 
with a long, regular stride. 

The *Pharamond II colt will, I think, be ac- 
cepted generally as the best of this good lot, but, 
in one of those stubborn spells which are common 
among people looking at horses, I decided the 
brown colt by Whichone out of the very fast mare 
Vanity was going to be my choice. This is a 
smallish, well balanced, medium-bodied, smoothly 
turned, wiry fellow with his legs well set on. I 
have a notion this is one of the best Whichone 
yearlings I have seen in several years. 

The other colt is a chestnut by Only One out of 
Royal Chain, by *Royal Canopy, a smooth, good- 
bodied, strong one, shaped much like his young 
sire. 

The filly is a bay by *Belfonds out of Sleek, by 
Ariel. She is the first foal of her dam, which 
during her racing days accounted for 10 wins. 
She is on the small side, of medium build, set on 
fairly short legs—-the cannons are especially 
short—-and with legs and feet nicely put on. 


7 Meadowview Farms 


WALLIS ARMSTRONG has been one of the 

e most successful Thoroughbred breeders in 
the country east of the Appalachians. Despite 
the fact that he has never operated on a very 
large scale, he has bred numerous good horses 
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and more than his share of top horses, including 
Cavalcade and Case Ace. 

This year, at his Meadowview Farms, Moores- 
town, N. J., Mr. Armstrong has a Saratoga crop 
that is smaller than usual for him. He has only 
one colt, a big, strapping bay son of Granville out 
of Mistress Grier, by John P. Grier out of Warrior 
Lass, by Man o’ War out of Sweetheart, by Ulti- 
mus. This is a rugged, substantial, plainly fin- 
ished youngster, a late foal whose present de- 
velopment indicates he will make a big horse. In 
the paddock, they told me at the farm, “He can 
run like the devil.” 

There are four fillies in the consignment, by 
four different sires. The one daughter of the 
home stallion, old John P. Grier, struck me as 
being the top of the lot. She is out of the Man o’ 
War mare Warrior Lass, and thus a half-sister 
to the good stakes winner Knickerbocker. She is 
medium-sized, with good substance and fine fem- 
inine quality, and is well muscled all round. 

The daughter of Case Ace—Come Over, by 
Whisk Broom II, is of medium build, racy, plain 
about the head, strong at the forearms and gas- 
kins, high at the croup, with legs well put on. 
The Espino—*Fairy Moon filly, a plain, solid, well 
made sort, is very good about the head. These 
three fillies are all chestnuts. The only bay in 
the lot is by Granville out of Appeal, by John P. 
Grier out of the good stakes winner and brood- 
mare Sweetheart, which was one of the founda- 
tion stones of Mr. Armstrong’s stud. She is small 
and plain, but strongly muscled, and as she was 
not foaled until May 17 she still has a consider- 
able part of her development ahead. 

These yearlings are being allowed to run out 
day and night on the excellent pastures at Mead- 
owview, and will go to the sales in good, hard 
condition.

Now he has set up as 
a breeder in the thickly populated horse-country 
of the Piedmont, and expects to offer a few year- 
lings every year. 


He has at Windsor Farm the 6-year-old stallion 
Double Scotch, by Stimulus out of Lady Minnie, 
by *Sir Gallahad III, thus a brother to the stakes 
winner Minulus. Double Scotch was bought by 
Mr. Cushman at Saratoga, showed extreme speed, 
won two races, but had to be taken out of train- 
ing permanently whem he broke a bone in a foot.

The Grand Time—Morning Dream chestnut 
filly is middle-sized, good-topped, fine-legged, and 
apparently very quick. The daughter of *Hill- 
town—Shred, by Sun Beau, is chunky and solid.

*Graven Image is smooth, feminine, good-bodied, 
especially heavily muscled at the forearm, close- 
forked, and with considerable quality. There is

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


This year the first American-bred yearlings by 
Mr. Hewitt’s *Belfonds will be sold at Saratoga, 
and they are on the whole a very promising 
group, most of them solid, smooth, well turned, 
and with considerable quality, though low-set ears 
are not uncommon among them. Mr. Hewitt him- 
self is offering only three of the get of *Belfonds, 
two colts and a filly. The grey colt out of Belli- 
cent, by *Sir Gallahad III, is a substantial fellow 
whose strength lies most noticeably in his hind- 
quarters, and whose legs are very properly put 
on. The grey colt out of Luna Mica is fairly low- 
set and stands over considerable ground; he has 
a level top-line, and, as with the other colt, has 
the accent on the rear. The grey filly out of 
Jubilee, by High Time, is very compact, short in 
the back, and stout behind. 

Pilate, sire of Eight Thirty and Lovely Night, 
stands at Montana Hall, which will offer three 
yearlings by him. There are a small, lightly built 
colt out of Dreamy Isle, a chunky, stout colt out 
of Climbing Rose, and a good-sized, rangy, wide- 
fronted, well muscled filly out of Our Jewell. 

*Lancegaye, sire of Cavalcade, is represented 
in this consignment by a bay colt out of the 
stakes winner Tambour, which was a shy pro- 
ducer. This colt is tall, lean, long-necked, and 
light-bodied, with very high and thin withers, a 
very straight hind leg, and good, well defined 
muscles. This colt is rather truly made, and I 
suspect he has good possibilities.

MARES WITH REMARKABLE PRODUCE RECORDS — 


Mares represented in this consignment had produced 47 foals to the end of 
1939, of which 43 have started, 35 have won, and four others have placed. Two of 
the horses which raced unplaced were out of a mare whose other six foals were 
winners, one was out of a mare whose other six foals were winners. Eighty-One 
per cent of the starters out of these mares are winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Wisdom, Miss Patience, Redlin, and Prince Argo. 


CH. C. by Scotch Broom—Sagacity, by Macdon- 
ald II. Sagacity, a winner, is dam of six winners, 
including the stakes winner Wisdom, from seven 
foals. Her other winners are Half-Shot, Ready, 
Most Wise, Fanny, and Itsie Bitsie. She also is 
dam of Destiny Bay, dam of two winners. Sa- 
gacity’s only other produce are twin 2-year-olds 
of 1940 which have not raced. 


CH. C. by Only One—Miss Trooper, by *Stroll- 
ing Player. Miss Trooper, foaled 1932, was a 
winner at two. This is her third foal. Her sec- 
ond foal is the 2-year-old Barrymore, by High 
Quest, which has placed in his only two starts, in- 
cluding third in the Youthful Stakes. 


B. C. by Granville—Duration, by *Hourless. A 
top individual out of a mare which has produced 
three winners from four foals, including the 
stakes winner Miss Patience and the winners 
Tedious and Time Passes. Her only other foal 
has placed. 


RO. C. by Granville—Sunny Cloud, by High 
Cloud. Sunny Cloud has been a grand producer. 
She was a winner and has produced the winners 
Silvery Cloud (23 races), Retlaw, and Cloud Time 
from five foals. One foal never raced and her 2- 
year-old of 1940 has started only twice. 


CH. C. by Psychic Bid—Ready, by High Time. 
Ready is a 100 per cent producer. Four foals to 
race are winners, including the stakes winner 
Redlin and the winners Hinight, Charles Adee, 
and Ready Teddy. Her only other foal is an un- 
named 2-year-old this year. Ready was a win- 
ner, placed in stakes, and is a daughter of the 
good producer Sagacity (see above). 


BR. C. by Cavalcade—Pepper Pot, by Royal 
Canopy. Pepper Pot has had six other foals. 
Three are winners, including Pepper Patch (14 
races), Scotch Pepper, and Buds Pal. One other 
foal, Boreen, placed at two last year. Another 
did not race while only one raced unplaced in 
every start. 


B. C. by Psychic Bid—Georgia Rose, by Sweep. 
Georgia Rose won 12 races up to six, and with 
the exception of her 2-year-old which has not 
started she has produced four winners from five 
foals, including the stakes winner Prince Argo 
(20 races) and the winners Stepaway, Ballad, and 
Mac’s Cantor. Her only other foal, Georgian, 
placed many times in the two seasons he raced. 


B. F. by Granville—Cinema, by Sweep. Cinema, 
winner of the Spinaway Stakes, etc., has six win- 
ners from eight foals. They are Tinema, Great 
Lover (15 races), Skotchy (14 races), Donald 
Duck, Tedema (also placed in stakes), and On 
Location. She also is dam of Moving Star, whose 
only foal to race is the winner Equistar (at two 
and three, 1940). 


B. F. by Cavalcade—Flower Girl, by Pennant. 
Flower Girl, a winner and placed in stakes, is the 
dam of eight foals old enough to race. Five are 
winners, one placed in the only season she raced, 
another never started, and her other foal has 
started only twice at two this year. She is dam 
of the winners Little Argo (15 races) Rose Pa- 
rade, Beauflower, Tedium, and Teddy’s Girl. 


B. F. by _Granville—Finger Tips, by *North 
Star III. Finger Tips was a good winner at 
three, four, five, and six, placed at two. She has 
had one other foal, Mr. Fingers, a winner at two. 
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
